BASKETBALL 

Northwestern  State  University 
Basketball  Coach  Tynes  Hildebrand 
and  sophomore  forward  Billy  Reynolds 
were  selected  to  represent  the  Gulf 
South  Conference  on  a  tour  of  Cen- 
tral  America   this  spring. 

Reynolds,  a  6-foot-5  product  of  Cal- 
houn, led  the  I>emons  to  the  GSC 
Championship  and  earned  first  team 
all-GSC  honors. 

Hildebrand  was  the  head  coach  of 
the  10-man  all-star  team,  while  Eton 
Landry  of  Nicholls  State  University 
served  as  the  assistant  coach. 

Games  were  played  in  El  Salvador, 
Guatemala  and  Costa  Rica  against 
Central  American  all-star  teams. 

It  was  the  first  time  the  GSC  has 
sent  an  all-star  team  on  a  tour  of 
another  country. 

TRACK  AND   FIELD 

Leo  Gatson,  a  junior  miler  and  half- 
miler  from  Marshall,  Tex.,  proved  to 
be  the  top  individual  performer  in 
the  1975  track  season  for  Northwest- 
em  State  University's  track  team. 

Gatson,  who  will  be  representing 
Northwestern  in  several  track  meets 
throughout  the  nation  this  summer, 
helped  the  Demons  to  a  second  place 
finish  in  the  Gulf  South  Conference 
Track  Meet. 

In  the  NAIA  National  Track  Meet, 
Gatson  placed  fifth  in  the  mile  with 
a  school  record  time  of  4:06.17.  The 
middle  distance  star  came  back  less 
than  hour  later  to  gain  another  fifth 
place  in  the  880,  clocking  a  1:51.9. 
The  night  before  in  the  prelims  Gat- 
son had  a  career  best  1:51.0  in  the 
halfmile. 

Also  getting  recognition  for  North- 
western at  the  NAIA  Meet  were 
Randy  Moore  and  Ricky  Thomas. 
Moore  ran  and  jumped  his  way  to  a 
school  record  time  of  9:02.2  in  the 
3,000    meter    steeplechase    for    fifth 


place  while  Thomas  leaped   24  feet, 
3  inches  for  fifth  in  the  long  jump. 

Earlier  in  the  season  school  records 
were  set  in  the  six  mile  run  (29:28.0) 
by  Frank  Trammel,  discus  (165-3)  by 
Grady  Lee,  220  dash  (21.2)  by  An- 
drew Morning  and  Henry  Babers,  high 
jump  (6-7V^)  by  Jerry  Richardson, 
decathlon  (6,528  points)  by  John 
Barrier,  distance  medley  relay  and 
two  mile  relay. 

BASEBALL 

George  Barefield,  a  freshman  from 
Rayville,  La.,  was  the  "Outstanding 
Player"  on  Northwestern's  1975  base- 
ball team.  Barefield,  a  third  baseman, 
led  the  team  in  hitting  with  a  .313 
batting  average. 

Northwestern  chalked  up  a  16-26 
overall  record  despite  a  rebuilding 
season.  Other  top  players  besides 
Barefield  were  senior  centerfielder 
John  Blancher  (.280),  freshman  sec- 
ond baseman  Curtis  Ardoin  (.273), 
sophomore  left  fielder  Bud  Oberle 
(.248)  and  junior  first  baseman  Joe 
White. 

White  was  the  No.  1  man  on  the 
team  in  home  runs  with  eight  and 
runs  batted  in  with  28.  Other  leaders 
were  Blancher  in  stolen  bases  (10) 
and  Rick  Quary  in  walks  (29). 

TENNIS,  GOLF 

Northwestern's  golf  and  tennis 
teams  established  themselves  as  the 
No.  1  clubs  in  NAIA  District  30  (Loui- 
siana and  Mississippi)  during  the 
1975  season  and  competed  in  the 
respective  NAIA  National  Tourna- 
ments during  the  first  week  of  June. 

NSU's  tennis  team  captured  the 
Gulf  South  Conference  championship, 
the  first  league  title  ever  for  a  De- 
mon net  team.  The  Demons  posted 
a  brilliant  23-4  dual  match  record 
with  all  four  losses  coming  at  the 
hands  of  major  college  teams. 


In  the  GSC  Tennis  Tournament, 
Northwestern  set  a  record,  winning 
five  of  the  six  singles  titles  and  two 
of  the  three  doubles  crowns.  North- 
western scored  48  out  of  a  possible 
54  points  in  the  meet  while  runnerup 
Nicholls  State,  a  three-time  champ, 
was  second  with  28  points. 

NSU  tied  for  sixth  in  the  national 
tennis  tourney. 

Members  of  Coach  Johnnie  Em- 
mons' championship  team  are  Jose 
de  Camino,  Luis  Varela,  Gregg  Man- 
ning, Carlos  Blanco.  Mike  Phillips, 
Ronnie  Herrera  and  Steve  Fricker. 
All  but  Fricker  made  the  All-GSC 
Team.  Manning  was  an  Ail-American. 

Coach  Derwood  Duke's  golf  team 
won  an  unprecedented  fifth  straight 
NAIA  District  30  crown  with  a  victory 
over  Jackson  State  and  Grambling  at 
the  district  meet  in  Jackson,  Miss. 

Trenton  Eversull,  a  junior  from 
Natchitoches,  was  the  season  long 
medalist  for  the  Demons.  Rounding 
out  NSU's  linksters  are  Tom  Bach- 
man,  Brad  Locke.  Bill  Morrow  and 
Bob  Morrow. 

The  Demons  were  tenth  in  the 
national   meet. 

WOMEN'S  ATHLETICS 

Women's  athletics  had  one  of  its 
best  years  ever  at  Northwestern  dur- 
ing the  past  season  with  intercollegi- 
ate competition  in  basketball,  volley- 
ball, badminton  and  tennis. 

In  volleyball,  the  Lady  Demons 
captured  the  Louisiana  State  Champ- 
ionship and  NSU's  Pam  Moore,  a 
sophomore,  was  named  Most  Valu- 
able Player  in  the  state.  NSU  also 
competed  in  the  national  badminton 
tournament  and  in  several  statewide 
tennis  tournaments. 

NSU's  basketball  team  finished  sec- 
ond in  the  state  tournament.  Some 
of  the  top  meml>ers  of  the  state-run- 
nerup  team  were  Emma  Ellerman, 
Judy  McCaleb,  Diane  Pittman,  "Do" 
Benin  and  Pat  Nolen.

Miller  Appointed  Assistant  Football  Coach 


Al  Miller,  assistant  football  coach  at 
Shreveport's  Woodlawn  High  School 
for  the  last  two  years,  will  be  North- 
western's  new  defensive  ends-line- 
backers coach  next  fall. 

Miller's  appointment  was  made 
Ijy  NSU  President  Dr.  Arnold  R.  Kil- 
patrick.  Miller  completes  Head  Foot- 
ball Coach  A.  L.  William's  six-man 
staff   for   the   coming   year. 

Williams  was  head  coach  at  Wood- 
lawn  in  1973  when  Miller  first  joined 
the  Knight's  coaching  staff.  Miller 
also  worked  with  Williams  and  the 
Northwestern  football  team  during 
the  Demons'  recent  spring  training 
this  year. 

A  product  of  El  Dorado,  Ark.  High 
School  where  he  starred  as  a  pole 
vaulter  on  the  track  team  and  an 
end  on  the  football  team,  Miller 
signed  a  football  scholarship  with 
Northeast  Louisiana  University  after 
graduating  from  high  school  in  1965. 

Starting  four  years  as  a  tight  end 
and  wide  receiver  for  Northeast,  Mil- 
ler is  only  one  of  two  players  in 
Northeast's  history  to  lead  the  In- 
dians in  pass  receiving  three  straight 
seasons   (1967-69). 

Even  as  a  freshman  in  1966,  Miller 
caught  a  touchdown  pass  in  the  fourth 
quarter  to  beat  Southwestern  Louisi- 
ana 10-7. 

In  1967  Miller  set  three  school 
records  that  still  stand  including  nine 
receptions  for  127  yards  in  a  game 
against  Southeastern  and  36  recep- 
tions for  the  entire  season.  His  yard- 
age in  1967  totaled  436  yards,  which 
was  a  record  at  the  time. 

The  following  year  as  a  junior 
Miller    earned   All-Gulf    States    Con-

ference  honors,  grabbing  30  passes 
for  361  yards.  During  his  senior  year 
(1969),  Miller  caught  17  passes  for 
223  yards  and  was  named  the  Most 
Valuable  Player  at  Northeast  in  a 
vote  by  his  teammates.  He  edged  out 
star  running  back  Joe  Profit  for  that 
honor. 

Following  graduation  from  North- 
east in  1970,  Miller  coached  at  Mon- 
roe's Lee  Junior  High  for  three  years 
and  produced  a  15-4-1  won-lost  record. 
His  1971  team  was  7-0. 

Williams  persuaded  Miller  to  join 
the  Woodlawn  staff  in  1973  as  the 
Knights'  defensive  line  and  lineback- 
ers coach.  That  year  the  Knights  were 
co-champions  of  District  1-AAAA. 

Miller  has  coached  three  Woodlawn 
players  to  all-district  honors  in  two 
years,  including  Allen  Kinley,  who 
has  signed  to  continue  his  football 
career  with  Northwestern. 


Completing  details  on  what  has  to 
be  Northwestern  State  University's 
most  unique  football  schedule  in  his- 
tory. Athletic  Director  George  Doherty 
has  released  the  Demon's  1975  sche- 
dule that  includes  all  11  games  away 
from  home. 

"Home"  for  Northwestem's  football 
team  this  season  will  be  75  miles  to 
the  Northwest — in  Shreveport's  46,000 
seat  State  Fair  Stadium — site  of  four 
NSU  games  during  the  campaign. 

The  first  Shreveport  game  will  be 
Oct.  4  against  Northeast  Louisiana 
University  followed  by  the  annual 
State  Fair  Game  Oct.  18  with  arch- 
rival Louisiana  Tech  University.  Also 
on  tap  for  Shreveport  are  games  with 
perennial  Gulf  South  Conference 
powers  Jacksonville  State  University 
(Oct.  25)  and  Troy  State  University 
(Nov.   1). 

Tickets  for  the  four  Shreveport 
games  will  be  available  at  several 
business  outlets  in  the  Shreveport 
area  and  from  designated  NSU  alum- 
ni during  the  summer. 

Ten  of  Northwestem's  games  will 
have  7:30  p.m.  kickoff  times,  but  the 
Northwestern-Southeastern  game  is  a 
day  contest  with  a  1:30  p.m.  kickoff 
at  Strawberry  Stadium. 

Williams  and  his  staff  have  only 
four  seniors  on  the  '75  roster.  "We 
expect  this  schedule  to  be  an  ex- 
tremely tough  challenge  for  our  young 
players,"  Williams  said.  "But  playing 
a  tough  schedule  will  help  them  in 
the  future." 

The  reason  Northwestern  will  not 
play  any  games  in  Natchitoches'  De- 
mon Stadium  this  season  is  because 
that  site  is  being  completely  reno- 
vated and  will  be  under  construction 
throughout  the  season. 

Northwestem's  new  Harry  "Rags" 
Turpin  Stadium  will  seat  15,000  and 
have  an  artificial  surface  on  the  field. 

Williams  said  he  really  didn't  con- 
sider Shreveport's  State  Fair  Stadium 
games  "away"  because  many  of  NSU's 
players  are  from  the  Shreveport  area. 
"It's  a  great  stadium  and  I  know  all 
of  our  friends  and  alumni  in  the 
area  will  want  to  see  us  play  every 
game,"  Williams  said. 

Although  the  Demons  have  only 
22  lettermen  returning  from  last 
year's  team,  Williams  will  have  sever- 
al potential  all-stars  in  the  lineup, 
including  quarterback  Butch  Ballard, 
running  back  Sidney  Thornton  and 
comerback  Jarvis  Blinks. 

Ballard  was  a  1974  All-Gulf  South 
Conference  and  All-Louisiana  choice 
while  Blinks  is  expected  to  be  drafted 
by  the  pros.  Thornton  is  a  5-foot-ll, 
225-pounder  with  good  speed  and 
power.

Ask  The  President

How  is  the  neiv  constitution  affect- 
ing Northwestern? 

As  you  know,  we 
now  have  separate 
boards  for  higher 
education.  Two 
boards  directly  af- 
fect our  school.  The 
Board  of  Regents 
has  the  task  of  co- 
ordinating all  of 
higher  education.  It 
seems  to  me  that 
this  has  great  po- 
tential for  citizens  in 
that  there  can  be

duplication  and  effective  long-range 
planning  is  an  anticipated  result

versities  not  under  the  LSU  or  South- 
ern systems  is  the  Board  of  Trustees.

These  offices  manage  the  various 
institutions  through  the  administra- 
tions consistently  with  the  policies 
and  curriculum  and  fiscal  decisions 
made  by  the  Board  of  Regents. 

These  boards,  the  legislature  and 
the  governor  have  seen  fit  to  move 
toward  financial  support  of  higher 
education  according  to  a  formula  that 
will  distribute  money  equally  accord- 
ing to  the  number  of  student  credit 
hours  a  university  produces.  We  wel- 
come this  development  because 
through  the  formula  system  in  recent 
years  Northwestern  has  received  its 
fair  share. 

I  must  express  appreciation  to 
those  elected  official  who  have 
worked  on  Norlhwestern's  behalf.  We 
arc  not  only  receiving  favorable  ap- 
propriations but  we  have  benefited 
from  funds  for  several  new  construc- 
tion projects.  You,  as  Alumni,  have 
had  a  big  part  in  this.  Keep  up  the 
good  work  by  expressing  apprecia 
tion  to  your  legislators  and  by  letting 
everyone  know  that  Northwestern  is 
your  University.

MRS.  BARNWELL'S  AFFECTION  FOR  "NORMAL"  HAS  ENDURED 


Louise  Van  den  Bosch  figured  back 
in  1914  when  she  received  her  certi- 
ficate in  education  from  Louisiana 
Normal  that  she  would  be  a  teacher 
for  the  rest  of  her  life.  But  today,  at 
the  age  of  80,  she  controls  multi- 
million  dollar  enterprises. 

The  widow  of  widely-known  oil  in- 
dustry pioneer  R.S.  "Cap"  Barnwell, 
Louise  Van  den  Bosch  Barnwell  is 
still  the  active  executrix  of  the  ex- 
tensive Barnwell  businesses,  which  in- 
clude oil  production  companies,  drill- 
ing companies,  farms  and  other  enter- 
prises. 

Mrs.  Barnwell  is  majority  stock- 
holder and  a  member  of  the  board  of 
directors  of  Barnwell  Industries,  and 
she  recently  established  with  her 
daughter  Mrs.  L.  B.  Johnson  of 
Shreveport  the  LBJ  Petroleum  Com- 
pany. 

Although  Mrs.  Barnwell  keeps  a 
half-dozen  attorneys  on  retainer,  she 
still  makes  many  of  the  major  decis- 
ions that  affect  the  Barnwell  enter- 
prises. She  says  now  that,  "If  I  had 
known  when  I  was  back  at  Normal 
that  I  would  someday  be  running 
these  businesses,  I  might  have  taken 
more  economics  courses  and  fewer 
education  classes." 

But  Louise  Van  den  Bosch,  the  old- 
est of  three  children  of  a  railroad 
man  who  moved  his  family  frequently, 
grew  up  wanting  to  be  a  school  tea- 
cher. As  a  youngster,  she  cherished 
the  fact  that  prominent  Shreveport 
educator  C.  E.  Byrd,  a  friend  of  her 
family,  had  told  her  that  she  pos- 
sessed all  of  the  qualities  of  an  ex- 
cellent teacher. 

Even  while  moving  from  East 
Texas  to  DeRidder  to  Shreveport  to 
Texarkana  as  a  child,  Louise  made 
friends  easily,  and  she  enjoyed  "skat- 
ing, dolls,  games  and  other  things 
that  kids  like  to  do."  But  she  also 
developed  a  talent  for  painting,  and 
her  art  work  is  today  a  part  of  prized 
private  collections. 

A  childhood  accident  gained  Mrs. 
Barnwell  a  trip  to  Europe.  She  had 
fallen  from  a  tree  as  a  youngster 
and  cut  her  face  badly,  leaving  a  deep 
scar.  Her  father  had  promised  to 
someday  take  her  to  Europe  to  sur- 
geons who  could  repair  the  scar. 

When  Louise  finished  school  at 
Texarkana,  she  went  to  Berlin  for 
nine  months,  and  operations  similar 
to  plastic  surgery  were  performed  to 
remove  the  scar.  During  her  tours  of 
Belgium,  France  and  Germany,  Louise 
looked  forward  to  returning  to  the 
United  States  to  begin  preparing  to 
become   a   teacher. 

Louise's  father  had  been  told  by 
friends  that  little  Louisiana  Normal 
at  Natchitoches  was  an  excellent 
teacher  training  school.  Former  stu- 
dents praised  teachers  like  Dr.  George 
Williamson  and  Dr.  C.  C.  Whisen- 
hunt.

So  in  1911,  Louise  Van  den  Bosch 
enrolled  at  Normal,  and  her  im- 
mediate fondness  for  the  institution 
has  endured  through  the  years.  "I 
liked  it  because  it  was  so  home-like," 
she  recalls. 

Mrs.  Barnwell  lived  in  Bienville 
Hall,  a  new  dormitory  at  that  time. 
"We  lived  upstairs  and  had  our  meals 
downstairs,"  she  said.  The  only  rule 
that  bothered  her  was  the  "lights 
out"  at  nine  o'clock.  "Other  girls 
whispered  after  lights  out,"  she  says, 
"but  I  never  learned  to  whisper.  I 
tried  to  talk,  and  Miss  Hawkins,  the 
house  director,  would  scold  me,  and 
sometimes  Miss  Varnado,  the  dean 
of  women,  would  talk  to  me." 

But  for  the  most  part,  Louise  had 
little  trouble  with  the  strict  rules. 
"My  parents  had  been  strict,  so  I 
was  accustomed  to  it,"  she  smiles. 
She  remembers  walking  to  town  two- 
by-two  with  chaperones  to  make  sure 
"no  boys  walked  with  us."  On  Satur- 
days, the  girls  would  go  to  Lay's 
Restaurant,  "and  I  would  get  an 
oyster  loaf." 

Louise  did  have  male  friends, 
though  .  .  .  folks  like  Spec  Holland 
and  McClung,  Weinberg  and  Jackson. 
"I've  forgotten  their  first  names," 
she  says.  "But  the  boys  had  to  meet 
you.  They  couldn't  pick  you  up.  Be- 
sides, there  were  no  cars.  When  we 
were  seniors,  we  could  go  to  the  visit- 
ing room  and  drink  punch  with  boys. 
We  could  talk  as  long  as  the  doors 
were  wide  open." 

By  1914  Louise  Van  den  Bosch  had 
earned  her  teachers  certificate,  and 
she  started  teaching  in  the  Caddo 
Parish  school  system  at  Oil  City.  She 
later  taught  at  Rodessa  and  Vivian. 
"I    made   only   $65   a    month,    but    it 


was  more  than  I  needed,"  she  says. 
It  was  in  Vivian  that  Louise  met 
Sim  Barnwell,  a  hardworking  drilling 
rig  operator  who  brashly  offered 
Louise  a  ride  in  his  Dodge  coupe 
from  the  Palace  Restaurant  to  her 
boarding  house. 

They  were  married  in  1917,  and 
after  Cap  Barnwell  became  a  multi- 
millionaire in  the  oil  industry,  Louise 
would  recall  that  her  parents  nearly 
disowned  her  for  marrying  an  oil 
field  worker  who  had  no  formal  edu- 
cation. 

"I  used  to  make  him  wear  a  white 
shirt  and  tie  to  work  in  the  fields," 
Louise  said,  "because  I  wanted  him 
to  be  a  gentleman  oil  man." 

Through  the  years,  Mrs.  Barnwell 
offered  assistance  to  her  husband  in 
his  business  in  every  way  possible, 
and  she  was  noted  in  her  own  activi- 
ties— particularly  gardening,  women's 
clubs,  book  circles,  cultural  affairs 
and  educational  programs.  She  or- 
ganized in  Rusk  County  in  East  Texas 
the  Parent  Eklucators  Study  Group 
which  still  exists. 

Mrs.  Barnwell  established  in 
memory  of  her  late  husband  the  R. 
S.  Barnwell  Memorial  Garden  and 
Art  Center  for  the  advancement  of 
cultural  activities  in  the  city,  and 
she  is  active  in  the  operation  of  the 
center. 

The  Barnwells  had  three  children, 
and  Mrs.  Barnwell  is  proud  of  the 
fact  that  one  grandson — Scott  John- 
son— is  a  recent  graduate  of  North- 
western, and  a  granddaughter — Ann 
Johnson —  will  enroll  at  Northwestern 
in  the  fall. 

"I  told  them  that  Normal  and 
Northwestern  had  been  a  great  place 
for  me,  and  it  would  be  a  great  place 
for  them,  "  Mrs   Barnwell  said.
